Royal  Laos 
steps  up  battle 
against  Reds

With  the  Royal  Laotian 
Army  on  the  Mahaxa.v  Front, 
Laos,  (1'PI) — The  Royal  La- 
otian government  threw  thou- 
sands of  troops  into  a weekend 
battle  here  in  an  attempt  to 
cut  off  rebel  supply  lines  lead- 
ing to  Communist  North  Viet 
Nam,  it  was  reported  today. 

Paratroopers  and  infantry- 
men from  the  army’s  mobile 
groups  12  and  14  drove  to  with- 
in five  miles  of  the  rebel-held 
towns  of  Mahaxav  and  Nohm- 
marath,  southeast  of  here,  and 
took  up  positions.

In  a College  Bowl  contest 
Sunday  which  seemed  at  times 
like  a child’s  game  for  BYU 
scholars,  the  BYU  team  topped 
the  University  of  Maryland 
245-120  and  assured  itself  a 
fifth  appearance  on  the  bowl 
contest. 

THE  BYU  Team  started  the 
program  with  a brilliant  volley 
of  answers  which  swept  it  to 
a 160-5  half-time  lead  over  the 
team  from  College  Park,  Mary- 
land. The  Maryland  team  gave 
more  lively  answers  in  the  sec- 
ond half  of  the  contest,  gaining 
115  points  to  BYU’s  85  points. 

It  was  during  the  first  half 
that  the  BYU  team  some- 
times seemed  to  be  playing  a 
quick  and  amusing  game  of 
wits  at  a party.  They  won  the 
contest  by  conecting  Bolivia 
and  tin.  disconnecting  Liberia 
from  the  British  Empire,  hum- 
ming the  “Ladonna  e mobile” 
aria  from  Verdi's  "Rigoletto” 
and  clapping  at  the  name  of 
Eva  St.  Claire,  the  “little  Eva” 
in  “Uncle  Tom’s  Cabin. “ 

THE  FOUR  VARSITY  sch- 
olars, -whose  faces  and  names 
are  by  now  familiar  to  BYU 
students,  include  Todd  Britsch, 
Mrs.  JoJean  Lolfin,  Dave  Stone 
and  Robert  Despain.  Each  has 
proven  himself  a well-ground- 
ed expert  in  different  areas  of 
questioning  and  has  come  forth 
with  unusual  and  unrelated 
bits  of  knowledge  in  other 
fields  as  well. 

This  Sunday’s  performance 
was  perhaps  the  most  equally 
divided  g/nong  the  four  schol- 
ars of  the  four  appearances.

$1500.  totalling  $9000.

Claims  of  Mormon  enemies 
prove  false,  says  Elder  Sonne

The  survival  of  the  Mormon 
Church  despite  the  dire  predic- 
tions of  its  enemies  and  the  re* 
spansibilities  of  education  were 
emphasized  by  the  principal 
speakers  at  the  BYU  Stake 
Conference  Sunday. 

Elder  Alma  Sonne,  Assistant 
to  the  Council  of  Twelve,  said 
that  instead  of  dwindling  and 
expiring  as  its  enemies  had  pre- 
dicted, the  Mormon  Church  en- 
dorsed the  early  days  and  has 
grown  into  a vast  organization 
today. 

HE  RELATED  several  in- 
stances wherein  outsiders  had 
recognized  the  contributions 
which  the  Mormons  had  made 
to  the  world. 

Elder  Sonne  cited  Governor 
Ford  of  Illinois,  a contemporary 
of  Joseph  Srrlith,  as  writing  in 
his  biography  how  he  feardd 
Mormonism. 

This  man,  head  of  the  state 
in  which  Mormons  were  so  per- 
secuted, wrote  that  he  feared 
that  his  name  would  somedajt 
be  looked  upon  with- the  same 
disgust  as  that  of  Herod  Anti- 
pas  or  Pontius  Pilate,  said  Elder 
Sonne. 

A BRITISH  journalist,  hirh- 
self  an  author,  told  Elder  Sonne 
that  the  Book  of  Mormon  “con- 
tains a message  that  is  vital  to- 
day-just as  vital  today  as  when 
it  was  written.” 

After  reading  the  Book  of 


Mormon  this  man  said  that  the 
genius  of  the  Church  was  not 
its  superb  organization,  but  the 
testimony  and  conviction  of  its 
members. 

Elder  Mark  B.  Graff,  a mem- 
ber of  the  General  Welfare  Com- 
mittee, told  the  audience  that 
educators  will  never  reach  their 
best  if  they  fail  to  walk  with 
the  laborer  who  works  with  his 
hand.

Learn  by  critique 

I wish  to  point  out  three  ele- 
ments from  the  critique  of  the 
History  Club  panel  (last  Mon- 
day’s Universe)  which  appear  to 
me  to  offer  genuine  opportunity 
for  learning. 

First,  the  writer  of  the  cri- 
tique states,  “I  believe  that  I 
had  the  privilege  of  witnessing 
a most  startling  example  of  non- 
communication and  personal 
projection.” 

THEN  HE  HIMSELF  says, 
“I  did  not  choose  to  laugh  as 
token  of  my  superiority  as  some 
did.”  and  “Anyone  noticing  the 
smug  expressions  . . . would  be 
led  to  believe  the  before  men- 
tioned had  just  triumphed  in 
combat.” 

The  absence  of  any  evidence 
by  the  writer  in  support  of 
these  two  interpretations  of  the 
behavior  of  others  leaves  one 
logical  assumption  for  the  read- 
er. That  is  that  the  writer  of 
the  critique  himself  must  have 
been  projecting  his  own  feelings 
into  his  interpretations  of  other 
people’s  behavior. 

SECOND,  the  writer  takes  is- 
sue with  the  logic  of  the  end 
justifying  the  means;  and  to 
expose  the  illogic  of  that  as- 
sertion, he  uses  an  example 
which  very  possibly  is  itself  bas- 
ically illogical. 

As  his  example  of  an  end 
which  is  good,  he  takes  the 
baptism  of  a great  many  con- 
verts. Is  baptism  itself  desirable 
as  an  end?  When  it  becomes 
only  an  end,  rather  than  a 
means  toward  something  else, 
does  it  retain  its  value? 


rhird,  the  criticism  is  made 
that  one  of  the  individuals  in- 
volved in  the  panel  discussion 
overgeneralized.  He  made  “an 
all-encompassing  inference,  with 
a single  example.  What  shall  we 
call  these?  Anyone  noticing  the 
smug  expressions  . . . would 
be  led  to  believe  . . “.  . . 

those  in  attendance  were  all 
aware  of  this  peculiar  counten- 
ance . . . “It  seems  to  me 
that  the  liberal  denies  . . .”  and 
“My  feeling  is  the  liberal  be- 
comes enamored  . . .”  Are  these 
overgeneralizations?  How  does

New  publicity  policy  set 


Harrison  Val  Hoyt,  76,  of 
Provo,  former  dean  of  the  BYU 
College  of  Business,  died  Sat- 
urday at  6:15  a.m.  in  a Provo 
hospital  following  a short  ill- 
ness. 

Prof.  Hoyt  was  also  dean  of 
the  College  of  Business  at  Ore- 
gon State  College.  He  held  his 
BYU  position  from  1921  to 
1931. 

HE  RECEIVED  a bachelor’s 
degree  from  Purdue  University 
in  electrical  engineering  in 
1913  and  a master  of  business 
admniistration  degree  from 
Harvard  University  in  1917. 

Prof.  Hoyt  was  born  Feb. 
14,  1885,  at  Nephi,  a son  of 
Henry  Harrison  and  Alice  Jen- 
kins Hoyt.  He  married  Helen 
Grace,  Sept.  9,  1915,  in  the 
Salt  Lake  LDS  Temple. 

Funeral  services  will  be  Tu- 
esday at  11  a.m.  in  Berg  Draw- 
ing Room  Chapel  where  friends 
may  call  Monday  from  6 to  8 
p.m.  and  Tuesday  prior  to  the 
services. 

Burial  will  be  in  the  Nephi

THE  NEW  chairman  advo- 
cates two  changes  in  the  old 
publicity  policy:  the  adoption  of 
publicity  rules  and  regulations 
into  ASBYU  laws  and  the  re- 
organization of  the  Central  Pub- 
licity Committee. 

“Our  policy  will  be  to  attempt 
to  negotiate  for  better  and  more 
extensive  advertising  on  cam- 
pus,” Hunt  stated. 


explained.  “In  the  past  there  has' 
been  misuse  of  advertising  privi- 
leges resulting  in  the  removal 
of  some  privileges  by  the  ad- 
ministration.” 

“A  BILL  advocating  the  adop- 
tion of  publicity  rules  into 
ASBYU  law  is  now  being  re- 
viewed by  the  Senate  Internal 
Affairs  Committee,”  he  contin- 
ued. 

“It  sets  forth  the  powers  and 
limitations  of  the  Central  Pub- 
licity Committee,  and  it  provides 
for  restriction  of  advertising  so 
that  campus  advertising  can  be 
carried  out  in  an  orderly  man- 
ner, as  well  as  for  punishments 
by  legislation  for  violation  of 
laws,”  he  said. 

Students  who  ai-e  interested 
in  working  with  the  new  pub- 
licity program  may  apply  for 
positions  on  the  Central  Pub- 
licity Committee  at  179  Student 
Service  Center  any  week  day  at 
1-2  p.m.,  Hunt  announced.
